to Make Payments on Various Projects

By Assooiuted Press,
WASHINGTON, May 2.—The acla

April 1st there was due and
able Into the reclamation fund
from the settlers on tha wvarious
projects, approximately $1,000.0¢9
for water rights. If the farmers
were able to meet their payments
it evidences that the Sovernment
is able to secure a return on irs
investment. If the payments are
not made, the law is a failure in
one of its most important provis-
long and the operations of the re
clamation service would quickly
be brought to an end.

But a careful canvass of the pro-
jects on. which water rights charges
are due indlcates that the seitlers
ags a rule are able and willing to
meet them.

On the big North Platte projest
in Wyoming and WNebraska,
were 335 farms with charges due
on April 1st. It is reported that
22 of them pald up as early as Iast
December and- of the remaining
108 the engineers in the fleld es-
timate that not more than ten

will be likely to be cancelled. Most

The payment—of their indebted-
ness will probably be the most im-
portant single event in the history
of National irrigation.

home makers who came later.
